The application has been amended as follows: 

• Claim 1 be has been replaced with the following: 

A display device for supporting picture frame pieces, said device comprising: 

a frame member having an internal section and a front face comprising at least 
three vertical panels lying within a front plane and spaced apart from each other to form 
a plurality of gaps therebetween, wherein a first plurality of picture frame pieces are 
removably attached to said vertical panels via fasteners; 

at least two rotating members mounted to the frame member and each rotating 
member comprising an X-shaped cross-section and four continuous even surfaced 
panels that rotate via a central axis, wherein a second plurality of picture frame pieces 
are removably attached to said rotating members via fasteners; and, 

wherein the central axis of said at least two rotating members lies within a back 
plane and each of said plurality of gaps in said front face is occupied by one of said 
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rotating members that can be rotated to a position to form a substantially contiguous 
wall with said front face. 

• Claims 3-5, 7, 8, 1 1-22 have been canceled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
invention is allowed over the prior art because the prior art does not anticipate or 
obviate a rack having fixed panel portions and rotating panel portions each having a 
pieces of picture frames mounted thereto, wherein the rotating panel portions are 
disposed within a housing formed partially by the fixed panels. The instant invention is 
drawn to the display of picture frame pieces and moldings, and the attached picture 
frame pieces/moldings are a claimed part of the invention.
